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Abstract 

In his Essay On Criticism , Pope presents the ideal of aesthetic taste. 
Human nature, for him, is the common source for genius and taste, thus 
every reader is a potential critic. Pope’s argument is based, here, on the 
harmony of logic, language, structure and imagery. 

Taste, for Pope, is the ultimate jude of artistic merit, encompassing and 
occasionally subsuming rules in order to shed the light on original genius. True 
wit for him is an expression of absolute taste in that both share common 
sources in Human nature, and so they are bound to nature. But wit is merely 
one aspect of art, and thus wit and judgment are closely interdependent. 

In the second section of his Essay he sets this ideal of aesthetic taste in 
contrast to elements of bad taste. In the third section he assumes the stance of 
the ideal critic to be moral and sets forth a general code of conduct. 

In al- Wasata , al-Jurgani treats taste as a basic starting point for criticism, 
and on which he bases his criticism and evaluation of literature. But in order 
to give a sound of judgment for the critic taste he insists, be accompanied 
with experience, intelligence, wide knowledge, and natural gift. 

The term Rawnaq occurs frequently in al-Wasata where it is treated as a 
manifestation of poetic gift, which makes poetry attractive to the readers while 
the lack of it drives them away. This term seems to be very close to what Pope 
calls wit. For Al- Jurgani, Rawnaq is also a sign of lucidity, gentleness and 
delicateness in both form and content, thus his evaluation of poetry is based on 
the presence or the absence of these elements, which causes him to enjoy and 
appreciate certain poems without being able to determine the cause or the 
source of that beauty, which is very similar to Pope’s conception of wit as 
"What oft was thought, but ne’er so well expressed".

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21- Most have the seeds of judgment in their mind. 

22- Be sure your self and your own reach to know; 

How far your Genius, Taste, and Learning go; 

Launch not beyond your Depth, but be discreet, 

And mark that point where Sense and Dulness meet. 

23- The opening couplet shows the critic in relation to both poet and 
audience, applying intellectual or spiritual stimulus to the poet’s 
natural genius, and teaching the reader public how to respond 
sensitively yet judiciously to literature. 

25- Great Wits sometimes may gloriously offend. 

And rise to faults true critics dare not mend; 

From vulgar bounds with brave disorder part, 

And snatch a grace beyond the reach of Art. 

27- True Wits is Nature to advantage drest. 

What oft was thought, but never so well exprest. 

Something, whose truth convinced at sight we find, 

That gives us back the Image of our Mind. 

28- “To define wit, therefore, as ‘what oft was thought, but never so 
well exprest, ’ does not say or imply that wit is a stale or 
commonplace though nicely tricked out. The definition never 
supposes that the writer, starting with a common and universal 
experience, sees it in a new light ; and this sensitive spirit, 
endowing it with life and fresh meaning, provides it with form, 
image, language and harmony appropriate to it. It presupposes 
the liveliness and insight of the creative mind ; and it demands 
propriety, the perfect agreement of words, thoughts (as reshaped by 
the artist), and subject. The result is nature, and it is Wit. ” 
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29- Poets like painters, thus unskilled to trace 
The Naked Nature and the living grace, 

With gold and jewels cover every part, 

And hide with ornaments their want of Art, 

33- Some are bewildered in the maze of Schools, 

And some made coxcombs Nature meant but fools. 

In search of Wit these lose their common sense 
And then turn critics in their own defense.

48- Learn then what morals critics ought to show 
For ‘tis but half a judge’s task, to know. 

‘Tis not enough, taste, judgment, learning, join ; 

In all you speak, let Truth and Condor shine: 

That not alone what to your sense is due, 

All may allow, but seek your friendship too. 

49- But where’s the man, who counsel can bestow, 

Still pleased to teach, and yet not proud to know?
